Attorney Richardson brought out the 
fact that Orchard was in conference 
with Detective McParland this morn- 
ing, and with McParland and Attor- 
ney Hawley yesterday, and that each 
morning before appearing on the stand 
he visits Hawiey's office: but the wit- 
ness denied that he corrected his testi- 
an m. either 

Hawley or McPariand. He ha he told 
Hawley he had made a mistake in his 
testimony, and asked if he could cor- 
rect it, and Hawley told him to do so. 
“Didn't speak to you 
about the method by which you could 
stand cross-examination?” demanded 
Attorney Richardson, who has handled 
t cross-examination throughout.

At a 
late hour last night I. Lacy Lay, of 
No. 4011 Pine street, a brother-in-law 
of Mr. Blake, had received no informa- 
tion relative to the aecident other than 
that contained in the press dispatches.

Mexican Border is to Be Closely 
Guarded ag Result of Attempts on 
Part of Japanese, Chinese and Un- 
desirable Immigrants from Euro- 
pean Countries to Gain Access. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

EL PASO, June 10.—[{ixclusiye Dis- 
patch.) Frank W. Berkshire, formerly 
in charge of the Chinese department 
of the United States Immigration 
Service at New York, has been appoint- 
ed supervisor of immigration inspec- 
tors for the entire Mexican border, 
with headquarters at Kl Paso. 

The appointment becomes effective 
July 1, according to the official an- 
nouncement received here today from 
Washington. Mr. Berkshire will have 
charge of ten large stations along the 
Mexican border, extending from 
Brownsville, Tex., to Yuma, Ariz., and 
including besides these two ports, La- 
redo, San Antonio, Eagle Pass, Tex., 
Tucson, Naco, Douglas and Nogales, 
Ariz., besides El Paso, the headquar- 
ters, 

In addition to being in charge of all 
immigration inspectors, he will have 
charge of all Chinese matters develop- 
ing along the Rio Grande. This ap- 
pointment was brought about by the 
growing importance of the towns along 
the Mexican border as points of entry 
for aliens. Not only has the Chinese 
and Japanese business grown to mam- 
moth proportions, but Europeans of 
many different kinds, many knowing 
that they would be debarred at New 
York, have shipped to Vera Crus and 
attempted to enter the United States 
through some Mexican border peints. 
This is especially true of diseased emi- 


Now that Japanese laborers are 
barred also, the work here has doubled 
in this line, and the same trouble is 
now being encountered with them as 
with the Chinese, namely, their con- 
stant and persistent attempts to smyg- 
gle themselves across the border. ‘

„Jon the pavement. Then she released 


her hold ypon her victim and left him 
prostrate. His skull had been fractured 
by the impact. Lily, an elephant fol- 
lowing the vicious Ruth, struck the 
body with her feet and knocked it sev- 
eral feet toward the curb line. 

Laquino died in the ambulance on the 
way to the hospital, and the body was 
taken to the morgue, where two thou- 
sand frantic men and women passed 
the slab, all fearful that it was their 
son. At 6 o'clock this evening, seven 


hours after the tragedy, Mrs. Laquino 


was admitted to the morgue and at the 
first sight of the boy's face she fell 
fainting at his side. 

Cole Brothers announced tonight that 
Ruth, who is seventy years oid and 
valued at $7000, will be put to death 
with chloroform. The animal's owners

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Gain and Less Shown by Tabu- 
lated Report from Fifty-three 
American Municipalities—Los An- 
geles Continues to Hold Honorable 
Position—San Francisco Active.

Rull ding operations from some fifty- 
three leading cities throughout the coun- 
try, as officially reported to The Amert- 
can Contractor, Chicago, and tabulated, 
indicatea far greater activity than could 
be expected under the unfavorable cir- 
cumstances of a backward season and 
unpropitious agricultural reports, 
which play an important part when 
actual money is to be liberated for 
building construction. Compared with 
May, 1906, the past month shows a loss 
of only 1 per cent. in the aggregate 
building construction in some fifty 
cities.

For two years 
past, uninformed and biased opponents 
of the Owens River project have advo- 
cated tapping the underground sources 
of the valley as a solution of the city 
water problem. Should the bonds be 
defeated it is feared that Los Angeles 
will be driven by necessity to force 
an entrance to the valley, despite many 
legal obstacles. Such a move would in-

The 
exceptionally rainy seasons of 1906-1907 
have restored the level, but it is to be 
expected that in the next d e the 
recession will be far more rapid than 
in the past.

INTEREST BATE RISING 
ROWING demand for capital is 
increasing its price, all over the 
world. There has been a definite check 
to the decline of the last twenty or 
thirty years in interest rates, and the 
latter are perceptibly rising. British 
consuls are now the lowest in more 
than a generation. This is because 
, and is able to obtain, 
a er interest. At eighty-three and 
_ @even-eighths, they now return thre¢ 
per cent, instead of two and one-half. 
Savings banks in New York, which 
last year raised the rate to four per 
cent on deposits, from the three and 
one-half previously paid, have an- 
nounced that they will continue the 
higher rate. We learn from the Spring- 
field Republican that the leading sav- 
ings banks of Massachusetts, also, are 
going back to the four per cent rate. 
It is the opinion in financial circles 
that the higher basis will be main- 
tained for an extended period of years. 
This means, inevitably, a deprecia- 
tion in the value of bonds. English 
consuls quoted at par and above, when 
capital was willing to accept two and 
one-half per cent for such gilt-edged 
security, are worth nearly twenty per 
cent less, now that capital demands 
three per cent. American municipal 
bonds selling at par, when the market 
found such security acceptable at four 
per cent, have declined similarly in 
value, because the investor demands a 
larger interest.

It has 
hereinbefore been shown that one-third the mass of this great reservoir is 
water, and that Mr. Eaton testified that portions of it contained forty-eight per 
cent water.

Kato Baba, secretary of the Japa- 
nese association of Los les, is 
chiefly responsible for the decision of 
the Japs to make no further trouble in 
the naturalization matter. From Baba 
the word has gone forth to the ambi- 
tious brown men who were insisting 
upon a test of their rights, and Baba's 
advice has been accepted by all. 

“There is no consulate in Los An- 
geles,” said Secretary Baba at his of- 
nee on Main street today, “and our 
association therefore performs many of 
the services to our people that the 
consulate would otherwise take care of, 
We might be called a connecting link 
between the consulate at San Fran- 
cisco and the Japanese settlers of 
Southern California. Our decisions are 
respected by the Japanese people, and 
what r conclusion the officers of the 
associftion finally come to usually be- 
comes the guide for the people. We 
frequently act as a sort of court among 
the Japanese setilers. They come to 
us with questions arising between 
them, and if there is any sort of u- 
ble between the Japanese and their 
American neighbors, we generally 
manage to settle it without serious 
trouble. Gecasionally it is necessary 
to carry the matters into the courta, 
but this does not often occur. 

“For my own part,” said Secretary 
Baba, “I do not 3 that it is nec- 
jessary for the Japanese to struggle 
for citizenship here. Our advice for 
the men is to get out into the country 
and go to work. We urge them to take 
up lines of work that are not crowded 
by “white men, and in the pursuit of 
those lines the Japanese have been 
successful. They grow first class fruit 
and berries of all kinds and make good 
farmers.”

Board of Education Provides 


for Twelve Payments a Year 
instead of Ten 


By providing for twelve payments a 
year instead of ten, an increase of 
twenty per cent will be made in the 


salaries of school teachers, superin- 
tendents, ployes ot the school board 
and janit This was the report ot 


the committee of the whole presented 
to the board of education at its meet- 
ing last night, but the fly in the oint- 
ment was the lack of money in the 
treasury. Chairman Frank of the fi- 
nance committee said a plan must be 
devised by which the twelve payments 
can be made from next year’s funds as 
there is not a dollar on hand to meet 
the expense. 

Secfetary Averill reported, when the 
subject came up to begin the monthly 
payments with the vacation months, 
that his experience has been that from 
fifty to seventy persons chosen asa 
teachers have resigned before the open- 
ing of schools at the termination of 
vacation. It did not look like business 
to pay teachers for services not actual- 
ly performed. plan finally hit 
upon was that the fifth and sixth pay- 


‘ments be made at the close of the first 


term of school, and the eleventh and 
twelfth payments at the close of the 
second term. This applies only to 
teachers and does not interfere witi 
the regular payment of salaries to 
office employes and others paid by the 
calendar month. The pay of all labor- 
ers was increased twenty-five cents a 
day to $2.50 and includes car fare. 

More than 1,100 teachers will be em- 
ployed in the schools the coming school 
year or an increase of 100. There i 
been a gain of 4,639 children of sch 
age over the census of last year.

ASKS BIG HEAP OF DIRT. - 


Representatives of the Miner Fill Pre- 
sents Proposition to San Pedro 
City Trustees. 

SAN PEDRO, June 11.—The Board 
of City Trustees received a communi- 
cation this afternoon from the Outer 
Harbor Dock and W age Company

Talbert Men Who Commit the Of- 
fense Are Fined—*“Biade” Publish - 
ing Company Accepts Pay for City 
Printing Service After City Coun- 
cil Cuts Off the Graft in Bills.

SANTA ANA, June 11.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] Elmer Mefford, Ernest Wilk- 
inson and Charles Sterling, residents 
of Talbert, paid $25 fines to Justice of 
the Peace Ed Smithwick today. and 
Charles Mefford and Sterling paid one 


of $15 and the other a $10 fine to Jus- 
tice of the Peace J. A. Burlingame 
of Westminster. 


These four men were concerned in a 
disgraceful fracas at Talbert Saturday 
night, in which a party of Epworth 
League people returning from a pic- 
nie were attacked by the men, and 
the driver, U. S. Kanawayer, was 


the Mefford boys. 

Later in the evening, while drinking 
in a blind pig at Talbert, a row was 
started, and Sterling threw three 
glasses at a cholo named Juan Men- 
dosa, cuting his scalp severely, and 
then kicked him. The complaints were 
sworn to by N. C. MeCuiston, a Tal- 
bert rancher. Constable Mate Smith of 
Talbert arrested the men. 

Charles Mefford and Sterling were 
charged with battery in the complaint. 
They answered at Westminster, and 
— Mefford and Sterling plead- 

guilty to disturbi the 
charges here. over 

Sterling came into Santa Ana from 
Westminster after having paid his fine 
there, and on the way he met Me- 
Cuiston, who swore to the complaint, 
and an altercation followed. McCuis- 
ton hit Merling on the head lightly 
with a blacksmith’s hammer, and Ster- 
ling visited a physician here, as well 
as the justice of the peace. 

ACCEPTS PAY. LESS GRAFT. 

The Biade Publishing Company has 
accepted payment on a bill the City 
Council cut down to 77 per cent. of its 
original size. And thereby hangs a 
tale, for be it known that the Blade's 
advertising bills have been a matter of 
much notoriety hereabouts for several 
weeks. 

A short time ago a committee of in- 
vestigation reported that in the last 
two years the Blade Publishing Com- 
pany hal been paid about $1100 more 
than was justly due it under its con- 
tract with the city. The system of 
graft worked by the Blade was a sim- 
ple one. It took advantage of the ig- 
norance of city officials upon printer's 
terms and type, to set matter in large 
type, when it was in the contract that 
nonpareil, set solid, should used. 
Then the charge was made as if it had 
All been set in solid nonpareil. 

Previous to the appointment of the 
Investigation that 
brought in the overcharge figures, 
three ordinances were printed in the 
month of April. A bill was put in for 
printing these three ordinances. The 
City Council, having wn wise to the 
manner of swelling e matter in the 
column, counted the lines in these ordi- 
nances, and it was found that one of 
them had twelve lines to the inch, 
which was correct, and that two of 
them ran only nine lines to the inch. 
Here was an example of the manner 
of spreading the printing. 

The City Council, while meeting as a 
Finance Committee, took the bill for 
these three ordinances, measured up 
the matier printed, made allowance for 
the white space between the lines, and 
as a consequence the bill was cut. The 
Blade meekly took the money. 

The City Council has found the Blade 
nothing if not persistent in its desires 
to keep as few lines as possible into 
each inch. Three weeks ago a resolu- 
tion was passed instructiong the Blade 
that all city printing should be in non- 
pareil type, set solid, which runs twelve 
lines to the inch. Then in came some 
city printing to all appearances set in. 
nonparell solid, but by counting the 
lines to the inch there were only eleven 
instead of twelve. The City Council 
decided to be as specific thereafter with 


lowing resolution: 

“Resolved, That all city advertising 
be printed in nonpareil type set solid 
(twelve lines to the inch) the title to 
be printed in black face nonpareil type 
set solid «iwelve lines to the inch, the 
words “Ordinance,” “Resolution,” No- 
tice,“ to be printed in black face non- 
pareil capitals.” 

The City Council has also decided 
that another year the city’s contract 
will be let by the inch and not by the 
square, as heretofore. The ordinance 
prepared by City Attorney W. Heath- 
man several! years ago and under which 
he has ruled the advertising bills could 
be legally swelled, has been abandoned 
and a new ordinance has pre- 
pared
